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FOREWORD 


This, the 27th anaual report of public-school statistics, comprises estimates 
of administrative organization, pupils, professional staff, rewenwes, and expendi- 
tures for the 50 states, District of Columbia, cutlying arcas, the regions, end 
the nation. The text presents national data for each of the past 10 years and 
defines the basic series of statistics. The tables present the revised estimates 
by state and region for 1967-68 aad the preliminary estimates for 1968-69. 


With few exceptions, as noted, the estimates are consistent in definition 
with the accounting procedures recommended by the U.S. Office of Education. All 
figures for this year алё last year are estinates and should not be used after 
the final reports of state and national data become available. 


In addition to the usual hazards of catinates which are made before all of 
the atate legislatures are sdjourned and all of the local school systems have 
Teported to the states, this year's estimates presented some special problems: 


* In а number of states the pupil enrollment incresee 18 higher than the 
population increase because of the addition of kindergarten programs 


* Tstinates of federal revenues presented two problems: The Congress 
passed the appropri&tion for this school year by the end of Octo! 
1968; hence the estimates of federal revenue for 1968-69 sre based 
largely on the federal revenue for 1967-68. In addition, the legal 
limitations in sone states forbid budgeting for expenditures based 
оп revenues which have not been secured. 


o Some of the change observed from year to year in part reflects i 
ment in the states’ ability to collect and process data. Some s 
can collect and report actual data, rather than estimates, especially 
statisties of pupils and teachers. 


This project ін а cooperative one, involving the NEA Research Division, 
state departments of education, and state education associations. Preliminary 
entinates of the NEA Research Division are submitted to the state departments of 
education and tó the state education associations for verification or revision. 
‘State figures not verified cr revised are marked as SEA Research Division est: 
mates.

All school districts providing education through rude 12 ere independent governnental 
units in 30 statem; in four states and the District of Columbia all districts are dependent. In the 
remaining states there are school districts of both types. 


А school distriet way operate a school system for all cr for sone of its children әс may pay 
other school districts for these services. In complexity of operation, these basic local nita 
range from one-teacher rural systems to large metropolitan systems serving many thousands.
